Hlnthrop  Park  Restoration,  Cambridge,  Massachusetts 

Wlnthrop  Park,  located  In  Harvard  Square,  was  completed  last 
spring  and  the  landscape  contractor  is  now  maintaining  the 
park  for  one  year  as  part  of  the  construction  contract.  Brown 
and  Rowe  prepared  tbe  design,  construction  documents,  and 
maintenance  plan.  We  supervised  the  construction  and  attended 
many  public  meetings  to  present  the  design  to  the  community. 

Located  on  the  site  of  the  Newtowne  Marketplace,  established 
in  Cambridge  in  1631,  Winthrop  Park  has  been  in  continuous 
public  use  for  three  and  one  half  centuries.  Recognizing  the 
significance  of  this  site  and  its  potential  as  a  green  space 
in  the  heart  of  Cambridge,  the  Cambridge  Community  Development 
Office  and  the  Cambridge  Historic  Commission  hired  Brown  and 
Rowe  in  the  Spring  of  1985  to  prepare  a  schematic  design  and 
illustrative  presentation  for  an  historic  restoration  of 
Winthrop  Square. 

In  1986,  an  unusual  collaboration  of  public  and  private  groups 
has  formed  to  raise  funds  for  the  rehabilitation  of  this  site. 
Led  by  the  Program  on  Public  Space  Partnerships,  a  strategy 
was  developed  for  the  design,  funding  and  maintenance  of  the 
park.  A  separate  non-profit  group,  the  Winthrop  Park  Trust, 
Inc.,  was  formed  to  hold  the  private  contribution  for  the 
site.  The  final  project  was  a  Joint  venture  between  the 
Winthrop  Park  Trust,  Inc.,  and  the  City  of  Cambridge.  The 
project  was  completed  in  the  spring  of  1987.

Boarding  House  Park,  Lowell,  Massachusetts 

Brown  and  Rowe  has  completed  the  design  of  Boarding  House 
Park,  part  of  the  National  Park  In  Lowell,  Massachusetts.  The 
park  is  being  built  to  commemorate  the  people  who  worked  In 
the  mills  in  the  nineteenth  century.  Visitors  to  the  park  will 
have  an  outstanding  view  of  the  Boott  Mills,  its  stately  clock 
tower,  the  Eastern  Canal  and  one  of  the  original  bojirding 
houses.   The  park  will  serve  as  an  outdoor  performing  arts 
center,  a  site  for  ethnic  festivals,  a  green  space  in  the 
heart  of  the  city  and  part  a  of  the  5.5  mile  city  wide 
canalway  system. 

The  design  consists  of  a  forecourt  for  the  Mogan  Cultural 
Center,  terraced  lawns  and  seating  steps,  and  a  performance 
pavilion  which  will  serve  as  a  theatre,  picnic  structure,  and 
trolley  stop.   As  part  of  our  design  team,  William  Rawn 
Associates,  Architects  of  Boston  has  designed  the  pavilion.  It 
evokes  the  ironwork  so  characteristic  of  Lowell.  Over  100 
feet  long,  the  structure's  roof  is  composed  of  metal  grillwork 
and  covered  with  wisteria  vines. 

Brass  bricks  in  the  paving  outside  the  Mogan  Cultural  Center 
will  bear  the  names  of  some  of  the  people  who  worked  in  the 
mills.  Findings  of  the  archaeological  dig  at  the  site  will  be 
incorporated  into  grass  panels  and  planting  beds  on  the  site. 
Findings  include  remnants  of  the  boarding  house  walls  and 
granite  footings  for  the  sheds  which  once  stood  on  the 
property.

Eastern  Canal  Park  and  the  Kerouac  Commemorative  have  a 
spectacular  setting  in  downtown  Lowell  with  views  to  four 
nineteenth  century  mill  towers  and  a  canal.

The  Huntington  Avenue  Urban  Systems  project  in  Boston  is  an  unusual 
project  for  its  variety  of  planning/architectural/engineering  aspects 
involving  an  urban  systems  roadway,  an  MBTA  trolley  line,  and  a  subway 
station  kiosk.  Huntington  Avenue  is  the  principal  transportation  artery 
ser^'ing  the  medical -educational  - cul tural  section  of  Boston.  The  project 
extends  for  1.6  miles  from  Fenuood  Road  near  Brigham  Circle,  north- 
easterly to  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  at  Prudential  Center.  The  Avenue 
had  an  unusually  high  frequency  of  accidents  and  was  regularly  congested 
with  traffic  during  comjnucing  hours. 

During  the  project  study  and  design  stages  the  public  participated  in 
the  design  process  through  a  two  part  formal  public  hearing, 
informational  meetings  held  in  the  neighborhood,  and  a  design  advisory 
group  made  up  of  representatives  from  such  diverse  organizations  as  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Northeastern  University,  Harvard  University,  Boston 
Symphony  Hall,  Horticultural  Hall,  Prudential  Center,  and  the  St. 
Botolph  Citizen's  Committee.  The  general  tone  of  this  interaction  was 
one  of  mutual  assistance  and  cooperation.

The  roadway  was  widened  on  each  side  of  a  widened 
Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority 
Reservation  which  varies  in  width  from  25  to  40 
feeC.

Reconstructed  and  widened  surface  trolley  station 
passenger  platforms  were  provided  with  passenger 
shelters,  seating  areas,  lighting  and  signing,  thus 
offering  a  safe,  convenient  and  attractive  refuge 
for  the  transit  patron.

b.  Assuring  that  adequate  notice  of  Stull  and  Lee,  Inc.  activities, 
employment  opportunities  and  third  party  contracts  is  given  to 
the  general  public  and  to  representatives  of  minority  groups  in 
the  Stull  and  Lee  service  area.   Such  notice  shall  be  given  in 
such  form  and  in  such  language  as  shall  assure  maximum  coverage. 

c.  Actively  encouraging  members  of  minorities  and  minority  businesses 
to  bid  on  Stull  and  Lee  employment  opportunities  and  contracts. 

d.  Assuring  that  appropriate  language  with  regard  to  equal  emplov-ment 
opportunity  and  affirmative  action  requirements  is  included  in 
all  invitations  to  bid  and  in  all  contracts  to  which  Stull  and  Lee 
is  a  party. 

e.  Monitoring  Stull  and  Lee  recruitment,  employment  and  complaint 
and  appeal  procedures. 


III .  EmployTBent    Policies 

Stull  and  Lee,  Inc.  shall  take  affirmative  action  to  insure  that  quali- 
fied applicants  are  employed  and  that  employees  are  treated  during 
their  employment,  without  regard  to  race,  religion,  age,  sex,  color, 
Vietname  Era  Veterans,  handicapped  status  or  national  origin,  unless 
a  preference,  limitation  or  specification  based  upon  sex,  age,  lan- 
guage, military  service  or  otherwise  is  required  by  law,  or  unless 
sex  and  proficiency  in  the  English  language  is  deemed  to  be  a  bona 
fide  occupational  qualification  for  employment.   Such  actions  shall 
include,  but  not  be  limited  to  the  following:   employment,  promotion, 
demotion,  or  transfer,  recruitment  or  recruitment  advertising,  layoff 
or  tennination,  rates  of  pay,  or  other  forms  of  compensation,  and 
selection  for  training,  including  apprenticeship. 

No  person,  on  the  basis  of  race,  religion,  color,  sex,  age,  Vietnam 
Era  Veteran,  handicapped  status,  or  national  origin,  shall  be  excluded 
from  participation  in,  be  denied  the  benefits  of  or  be  subject  to 
discrimination  under  any  activity  provided  for  by  the  company. 

IV.  Contracts 

Any  contracts  for  construction  or  for  goods  or  services  entered  into 
by  this  company  shall  include  an  article  prohibiting  discriminatory 
employment  practices  by  contractors,  subcontractors  and  suppliers  of 
goods  or  services  based  on  race,  color,  religion,  sex,  age,  handicap, 
or  national  origin.   The  non-discrimination  article  shall  include  a 
provision  requiring  contractors  and  suppliers  of  goods  or  services 
to  give  written  notice  of  their  commitments  under  this  article  to  any 
labor  union,  association  or  brotherhood  with  which   they  have  collec- 
tive bargaining  or  other  agreement.   Such  notice  shall  also  be  given 
to  minority,  handicapped  and  women  contractors  and  minority,  women 
and  handicapped  contractor  associations. 

Stull  and  Lee,  Inc.  agrees  to  cooperate  with  the  State  in  its  enforce- 
ment of  Executive  Order  No.  227,  issued  by  Michael  S.  Dukakis, 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Title  VII  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Act  of  1964  and  Administrative  Bulletin  75-14  issued  by  John 
R.  Buckley,  Commissioner  of  Administration. 

Contractors  who  are  recipients  of  federal  contract  dollars  are  re- 
quired pursuant  to  E.O.  11246  to  develop  and  implement  an  affirmative 
action  program.   Such  a  program  will  be  considered  a  provision  of  the 
contract  with  Stull  and  Lee,  Inc.  and  be  subject  to  enforcement. 

Any  breach  of  contractural  provisions  shall  be  regarded  as  a  material 
breach  of  the  contract  subject  to  appropriate  sanctions.

Not  applicable. 

VI .  Collective  Bargaining  Agreements 

Stull  and  Lee,  Inc.  shall  make  a  good  faith  effort  to  amend  or  alter 
existing  or  future  collective  bargaining  agreements  of  contractors 
to  the  company  to  include  provisions  necessary  to  develop  and  carry 
out,  pursuant  to  Federal  and  State  Law  and  Regulation,  affirmative 
action  mechanisms  for  equal  employment  and  the  elimination  of  past 
or  present  discrimination  based  on  race,  color,  religious  creed, 
national  origin,  sex,  handicap,  age  or  ancestry, 

VII .  Training  Programs 

All  regular  training  programs  shall  be  open  to  all  qualified  persons, 
without  regard  to  race,  religion,  color,  sex,  age,  handicap  status, 
Vietnam  Era  Veteran,  or  national  origin. 

VIII  Dissemination  of  Policy 

This  policy  shall  be  disseminated  to  all  employees  of  Stull  and  Lee, 
Inc.,  and  all  contractors,  subcontractors  and  suppliers  of  goods 
and  services. 

IX.   Community  Involvement  ~ 

Stull  and  Lee,  Inc.  shall  utilize  to  the  maximum  extent  possible 
contacts  with  community  organizations  concerned  with  issues  which 
affect  protected  group  members.
